CSUS Crime Prevention Officer 
Cari Perry Tuesday told 20 female 
Students not to give an obscene 
phone caller what he wants an 
audience ” 

‘This man is sick Don'ttry to be 
his counselor,” Perry said during 
an informal seminar at Sutter Hall 

‘Don't listen. Don't say a word 
said Perry. “Don't give that person 
achance to appreciate a reaction 

Perry characterized obscene 
phone callers as persons of ‘iow 
self - esteem verdalizing their sex- 
ual fantasies." Offenders who are 
sentenced for this misdemeanor 
are sometimes required by the 
court to undergo psychiatric 
treatment 

Disturbed or not, these people 
are not stupid or harmiess. Perry 
described how the caller will 
sometimes try to initiate a conver- 
sation, testing his victim's pas- 
siveness or assertiveness “to see 
how you react.” 

‘lt wouidn't minimize the danger 
— and you don't.” Perry told his 
audience, “or you wouldn't be 
here.”

Perry encouraged ali victims to 
file a report with the police, even 
though it may not lead to an inves 
tigation. The report would give 
police an idea of the rate of in 
cidence in the area and perhaps 
lead to a suspect. The police. said 
Perry, won't “kiss it off.”

Hinde also said the doors could 
be left open during certain times in 
the year “when the outside 
temperature roughly equalled the 
temperature inside ” 


Built by the Chapek construc- 
tion company, the two doorways 
cost about $29,000, according to 
Hinde. The project was originally 
to be completed in October but

Shoemaker calied the American 
legal system the cuiprit of social 
collapse because of the way it 
redefines life and liberty 

Our legal system hag 
successfully destroyed the natural 
foundation upon which our faith 
and beliefs in natural rignts ere’ 
sustained,” he said ; 

it has become clear that ‘the’ 
constitution means what the 
says it m@éans — nothing more, 
nothing less,” said the professor 

He added that the courts appear 
to believe, “the principles on which 
(the US's constitution) is based 
are not absolute, but merely ex- 
press the sentimants of a bygone 
age we 
Shoemaker told his audiente 
that man is an ideological creature 
who, in a quest for somethingJo 
believe in finds only negative and 
highly destructive ideologies 
within the society 

He also said, “The strength.of 
our social and political ideologies 
has been deeply rooted in the mid+> 
die class, with its commitment to 
authority. This, more than anyth- 
ing else, has protected us from the 
damning influence of alien 
ideologies 

Shoemaker continued, “The 
ideological cohesion of the middie 
class is now fractured and 
fragmented politically ” 

Despite this, Shoemaker main- 
tains he still has a faith in America, 
believing it will resolve its 
problems eventually

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Forget the wanderin’ blues 
Using spirit and the bottom line to cure “rejected states” |

Life's pressures Cause a young man to turn to 
drugs and alcohol. He can't hold a job, and he feels 
depressed and rejected 

Psychiatric help is a possible approach, but in the 
Sacramento area there's an alternative the National 
Association for the Rejected 


For over 10 years Rev. Joseph Morse, pastor of 
the Sacramento Revival Center and founder of the 
NAR, has helped many people with widely differ 
backgrounds, problems and frustrations 


We've mainly worked with young people in all 
matters of rejected states,” said Morse. “This in- 
cludes situations of divorce, parental problems 
Grug abuse, alcoholisrn and other frustrations We 
deal with young people who are looking for some 
thing real and aren't finding it 

Morse’s program for rehabilitating “society's re 
jects” began in March, 1970 and has developed into 
a threefold operation It includes three rehabilitation 
sites located at the Sacramento Revival Center 
Bethesda Village in Rescue, Calif and Souls Harbor 
in Broderick, Calif 

The Sacramento Revival Center is geared toward 
married of divorced men and women and 
emotionally unstable singles who are on welfare or 
other financial aid The Center's objective is to help 
release these people of their problems by giving 
them spiritual support, emotional and mental sup 
port, and job training so that they have the strength 
to handie employment and forego their welfare 
dependence 

Bethesda Village helps single men and women in 
need of food, housing and the confidence to 
function in the job market The program provides job 
training in carpentry painting, electrical work 
housekeeping, restaurant work and other trades 

The third rehabilitation site is Souls Harbor 
which also aims to recycle both men and women into 
the job market. The emphasis at Souls Harbor is on 
business training Merchandising and marketing 
inventory control and public relations are some of 
the business areas covered in this program Secular 
matters are not the only facet of the school however 

“Spiritual worship is a daily requirement ot aii 
three of these programs,’ said Morse ‘A dedication 
to the Lord is the whole basis for everything that is 
done here. A person has to get born again and be 


able to accept the Lord, or we can't doa thing for the 
person 
A Pentecostal minister who began his ministry in 
1939 in Sacramento, Morse first showed interest ir 
reyected” people in 1949 when he began training 
missionaries who had been rejected by missionary 
boards for physical handicaps, educational! 
problems or other reasons 
Our motto was if you have enough faith to get to 
Sacramento, we can build it and train it so that you 
cag. use it in the worid and do a good job.” said 
Me “After 20 years of helping missionaries, hip- 
pies started coming to our ministry, and we started 
the process of recycling everyday people with 
problems back into society 
Morse said that many of the people who were 
coming to his church were from some good homes 
but they were outcasts 
They were living under bridges and shacking up 
in big Old houses. They were just simple rejects from 
society, but with our help, many of these people 
recovered 
We bring people into relationship with life We 
replace drugs and other forms of sensual appetites 
with liberated life There are no after effects. no 
hangovers, and it doesn't make a person do stupid 
things and wonder why he did them the next day 
said Morse 
Morse said that when the “hippies began coming 
to hs Church, he lost about 200 members of his 
congregation who didn't approve of their presence 
To offset that, Morse said that most of the people 
who go through his program remain with the church 
after they finish the program 
Along with the people who come to the NAR on 
their own, there are frequent referrals from doc tors 
counselors and hospitals 
When they come to the conclusion that medical 
science isn't the answer, they send them over to us If 
the person is willing to let God heip them, then we 
can work with them.” said Morse 
Morse’s total! duties (pastoring of the church. run- 
ning the three NAR programs, running a missionary 
program arid directing the Airlines Clergy Bureau 
that sets up discount air fares for clergymen) receive 
no federal, state or local funding Morse's operations 
profit organizations that 
are funded by donations and gifts 


are all connecied to non - 


One of my greater accomplishments outside of 


the NAR was establishing the Airlines Clerqy 


Bureau For years, clergymen were given discount 
fares on railroads for missionary and evangelistical 
work in the United States. It was obvious that air 
travel was going to be necessary in these modern 
times, $0 | set Out to try to get discount fares 

Morse was able to establish half price fares for 
national and international travel. and he currently 
has 1,100 different religious denominations using 
the bureau 


The Reverend Joseph Morse started in 1949, 
training missionaries who had been rejected by 
application boards. Since then, he has spend 20 
years aiding rejected missionaries, and slightly over 
10 years trying to “bring people into relationship 
with life.” He ignored social pressure and 
congregational waikouts by providing aid for

‘It looks very promising. This is another step in 
my goal to spread out and reach more people. As 
long as there's one reject running loose, I'm ready to 
heip him.”
